Greatest Task of Its 
5 Kind Up to U. S. to 
i Beat U-Boat. 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—Ships! undreds, 
yes, thousands, of ships! The United 
States must build them. 

The United States must build 6,000,000 
tons of shipping a year—three times what 
Great Britain, greatest of shipbuilding 
nations, has done when at her best, and 
six times what this nation has done. 
America must put an army of 500,000 
men on this work. It will require 3,500,- 
000 tons of steel. : 

The United States must do this to win 
the war against German autocracy. 
Uniess it can do it the great armies 
now in training in America will be 
‘practically useless. The allied armies 
and the allied nations will be weakened 
by lack of food and supplies—weakened 
more than any strength in soldiers which 
the United States may send to the front 
could make up. 

. ‘Shipping Loss Great. 

These are startling statements. They 
are based upon the carefully com- 
piled figures of the British controller 
of shipping. According to a statement 
which he authorized today, British ship- 
ping losses since the beginning of the 


losses of all the months since the begin- 
ning of the war up until Feb. 1. 

He added that it was reasonable to ex- 
péct Germany to destroy by next spring 
200 vessels more than could be built in 
the meantime.

„The loss of shipping since the begin- 
ning of the ruthless U-boat war is now 
roughly equal to the total losses prior 
to that time.. By next spring Germany 
may be expected to destroy 200 vessels 
in excess of what are built in the mean- 
time. 

Next spring this year’s harvest will 
be largely exhausted and the need of 
supplying Italy, France, and Great 
Britain will be largely increased. At 
the same moment the United States will 
need a large increase in vessels to trans- 
port its army and maintain it. — 


What U.S. Must Do. 

“What must be the program of the 
United States? It must be large enough 
to outbulld submarine destruction. Even 
if this means the building of six million 
tons a year, which is three times the 
best the British have done and five or 
six times what the United States has 
previously done, this is not impossible 
if the United States puts into it an effort 
comparable with the efforts the allies 
put into creating their armies, navies, 
and munitions, 

“To build six million tons of shipping 
would require about 3,500,000 tons of 
steel, or less than 10 per cent of her 
output. It would take not more than a 


‘\nalf million men, the majority unskilled. 


“The task thus outlined is small com- 
pared with the effort put forth by the 


Great Britain, for example, increased her 
army from a quarter of & million to over 
five million.” .

WAR POWER. 
BY MICHAELIS 


German Chancellor 
Assails Wilson’s 
Reply to Pope. 


speéch before the reichstag main com- 
mittee, Dr. Michaelis, the German im- 
perial chancellor, bitterly assailed 
President Wilson’s reply to Pope Ben- 
edict and defied the war power of the 
United States, according to a dispatch 
received from Berlin today. 
Speaking of the part the United 
States will play in the war, he said: 
“In the United States the govern- 
ment attempted by all methods, even 
by unparalleled terrorism, to stir up 
war enthusiasm, which hitherto had 
been nonexistent among the wide 
“We look forward with calm confi- 
dence to the announced military. ex- 
ertions of the United States.“ 


“WILSON WELDS GERMANY.” 

The chancellor said Pope Benedict's 
peace proposals were inspired by 
moral seriousness, pure justice, and 
neutrality, which things were lacking 
in the reply made by President Wilson 
to the pope. |

dissension between the people and the 
government of Ge * he contin- 
Buccess. THis 
note has had the opppsite efféct from 
what he desired and has bound us 
more firmly together in 4 stern re- 
solve to oppose resolutely and ener- 
getically all foreign interference.” 


CONCEALS WAR AIMS. 

Dr. Michaelis announced that Ger- 
many would not state her war aims at 
this time. 

“The German reply to the pope's note 
‘met with the approval of our friends 
and allies, while a majority of our ene- 
mies have given it an obviously 
rassed reception. 

“It is difficult to understand how any 
one acquainted with the international 
situation and international usages ever 
could believe that we ever would be 
in such a position, as through a one- 
sided public statement on important 
questions which are indissolubly bound 
up with the entire complex of questions 
which must be discussed at the pedce 
negotiations, to bind ourselves to a 
solution to our own prejudice.” | 


WOULD PROLONG WAR. 

“Any such public statement at the 
present time could only have a con- 
fusing effect and injure German inter- 
ests. We should not come a step nearer 
peace, but it would contribute certainly 
to a prolongation of the war.

Dr. Michaelis dwelt upon “ the satis- 
factory state of Our relations with the 
neutrals,” which could not be disturbed, 
he said, even by the unpregedented ex- 
ertions of the hostile press.

The only occasion previously of inter- 
rupting the news of the correspondents 
was in October, 1915, when it was an- 
nounced from London that thousands 
of words of news from Associated Press 
correspondents in Soda and from the 
German lines on the western battle front 
were being withheld by the British cen- 
sor. Two days later announcement was 
received of the entry of Bulgaria into 
the war on the side of the Teutonic al- 
lies, and a day still later came the news 
that Field Marshal Sir John French, 
who had remafned silent for five days, 
had made considerable gains in the Loos 
sector, driving a wedge into the German 
lines from 300 to 1,000 yards in depth.]

The main thing jp to supply rifies when 
the trained men are ready to leave, and 
such rifies will be rapidly turned out 
now by the three factories: and two gov- 
ernment factories which have equipped.

~The war department by direction of 
the president announced today the fol- 
lowing regulations governing for the 
duration of the war the appointment 
and promotion of officers of the ‘national 
army and the national guard: : 

1. The commanding generals of na- 
tional guard or national army divisions 
serving within the limits of the United 
States or its possessions will submit rec- | 
ommendations to the adjutant general 
of the army as to promotions and ap- 


tions forming part of their divisions. 

Temporary appointments and promo- 
tions in their commands to all grades 
below that of general officer may, subject 
to the approval of the war department, 
be made by division commanders when 
serving beyond the limits of the United 
States, to vacancies occurring within 
their divisons, provided that when the 
division forms part of an army corps 
the corps commander shall make the 
temporary appointments upon the rec- 
ommendation of the division commander. 

At home or abroad officers rendered 
surplus by the consolidation of units 
may be assigned by division commanders 
to vacancics exf&ting in their grade and 
arm of service. 


Can Appoint Reserve Officers. 
**2. Second Heutenants of the reserve 
corps of the line of the army are avail- 
able for appointment to the national 
army or national guard. | 
In making recommendations for ap- 
pointment tp the grade of second lleu- 
tenant, commanding officers will state 
specifically their opinion as to whether 
the best Interests of the service will be 
served by the appointment of a reserve 
corps officer or of a mone of the or- 
ganization. * 
Appointments of reserve corps om - 
cers of the line to the grade of second 
lieutenant in the national army and na- 
tional guard will be made in the order 
of their rank and will be announced by 
the adjutant general of the army.

Senator La Follette is much hurt in his tender 
feelings because the newspapers misrepresent him. 
Do they, though? An angry recipient of his pam- 
phiet, “ War with Germany,” sends the thing to 
us, and it reveals the same La Follette as the 
newspapers. It is his address in the senate on 
Wednesday, April 4, 1917. He has not changed 
since. Nor does he pretend to have changed. 
That the senator had a right to argue against 
war before war was declared, no one denies, but it 
then became his sphere to quit arguing against 
war. He has not quit. He goes about denouncing 
the war from public platforms. Not content with 
that, he has had his senate address reprinted (at 
his own expense, we shall assume, unless proof 
arrives that Germany foots the bill) and is cir- 
culating it at government expense. It came 
Legally there is no way to restrain a senator 
from sending a once legitimate and now seditious 
speech through the mails, but legally there is a 
way to restrain him from continuing a senator. 


HUNGER IN GERMANY. 

Dr. Adele Phillips and her husband remained in 
Berlin for a considerable time after our declara- 
tion of war, and read of field hospitals overflowing 
with American soldiers who “had been mowed 
down as soon as they entered the trenches.” Re- 
turning to America, the Phillipses have written 
“Auf Wiedersehen, Berlin,” which appears in the 
Atlantic Monthly and gives some recent and, we 
believe, trustworthy details regarding hunger in 
the German capital. ‘ 


sawdust and another five of ground up straw. 
Crows and seagulls are considered delicacies. 
Corned sealion brings 4 marks a pound. Slightly 
tuberculous beef is sold to the poor. Meat that 
would have been condemned before the war as 
downright dangerous goes to the poor in the form 
of gelatine for soups and broths.

* ‘Things like these sirengthéithe impression that 
hunger is in @ fair way to undermine the morale 
of Germany. They do not, however, establish it 
as a fact. At best we have only the testimony of 
somewhat isolated observers who know what they 
have seen and draw conclusions. The conclusions 
may be right. They may be fallacious. In any 
case hunger is offset by a well nigh indomitable 
tenacity of character, and, as the Phillipses them- 
selves admit, Berlin is still without the truth about 
the war. “The German people bear a marked re- 
semblance to the oatrich. They do not read the 
foreign papers, and the few who do would not be- 
lieve the reports printed therein.” ' 
Hunger in Germany {a perhaps shortening the 
war, but it is a war that will stand a lot of short- 


ening without coming perceptibly nearer an end, 
and nothing could be more foolish than to assume 
(and act on the assumption) that the victory we

Mount Edgcumbe constitutes a penin- 
sula, jutting out into Plymouth ‘sound, 
commanding on the north side a mag- 
nificent view of Plymouth, Devonport, 
Drake's island, and the woods and hills 
beyond, while on the other side it looks 
out over steep oliffs to the sea, all dotted 
with ships. Perched on these oliffs is 
the huge castle, dating in its present con- 
dition from the time of Queen Mary 
Tudor, but built on the site and founda- 
tions of a much earlier stronghold,

It is full of art treasures, souvenirs 
of royal visits in modern and ancient 
times, while the chief glory of the place 
is its gardens, three in number, known 
as the French, English, and Italian gar- 
dens. The English garden rejoices in 
noble trees many hundreds of years old, 
the Italian garden in fine terraces and 
superb statuary, while the feature of the 
French garden is its magnificent foun- 
tains. 

So beautiful is Mount Edgcumbe that 
it was the part of Dngland which the 
Duke of Medina Sidonia, grand admiral 
of the Spanish armada, had marked out 
as his reward in the event of the success 
of his projected descent upon the coasts 
of England, near four centuries ago. 

The castle was built by Sir Richard 
Edgcumbe, sheriff of Devonshire, in the 
reign of Henry VIII., Edward VI., and 
Queen Mary, and he was already in 
| those days accounted of very ancient 


and namesake having been one of the 
prineipal factors in bringing about the 
overthrow of Richard III. in securing 
his defeat at the battle of Bosworth, and 
in placing upon the throne King Henry 
VII., who loaded him with honors and 
entrusted him with the chieftainship of 
his royal: household. *

Many of the rooms at Mount Edgcumve 
have remained almost exactly in the 
same state as in the days of the Tudor 
sovereigns, They are still hung with 
superb old tapestries, suspended at eight - 
een inches or two feet from the walls, 
highly suggestive of the ease with which 
a spy or an assassin could hide behind 
the arras. The interior of the great hall 
is particularly impreasive, with its lefty 
open timbered roof, its ancient tapestries, 
and its generally antique character. 

Upon the rugged walls hang many 
‘trophies of the chase, especially horns 
and antlers of the now extinct Irish elk, 
brought from the Emerald isle by Sir 
Richard Edgeymbe, who was sent thither 
by Queen Elizabeth, as her envoy, to 
treat with the rebel Irish leaders. One 
room, eccupled by Charles I., has re- 
mained exactly as he left it, Another is 
called Queen Anne's room. She was a 
frequent visitor there, and was the, first 
sovereign to bestow a peerage upon the 
Edgcumbe family, in the person’ of Sir 
Richard Edgcumbe, who was chancellor 
of her Duchy of Lancaster. 
The third Lord Mount Edgcumbe was 
advanced to an earldom by George III., 
by way of compensation for the destruc- 
tion of some superb woods on his estates,

I have purchased meats of various 
kinds for more than a third of a century, 
during all of which period retail market 
men have provided the same delivery as 
a matter of course, while gladly solicit- 
ing the accounts of responsible eustom- 
ere, as are now invited by many or the 
majority of department stores and larger 
merchants in the city’ today; yet it is 
only within the last few years that these 
extortionate prices have been demanded 
ef the consumer, and notwithstanding 
that during the major part of this period 
a considerable proportion of the live + 
animal then purchased by the packer 
was worse than valueless, and much of 
which is now handled at a profit, as inti- 
mated by Mr. Armour. 

I am, moreover, unable to realize how 
a possible superabundance of retail mar- 
kets could have any effect other than to 
increase the competition, which under 
ordinary olreumstances should tend to 
reduce the retail prices to the minimum, 
so far as the retailer is concerned.

Profit to Bring Prosecution. 

According to reports from Madison re- 
ceived last night, Wisconsin farmers who 
attempt to profit by the milk price agree- 
ment fixed in Chicago by the milk pro- 
ducers will be prosecuted. This was the 
statement of Attorney General Walter 
C. Owen, after he had conferred with 
his assistant, Walter Drew, who listened 
to the grand jury evidence presented in 
Chicago Thursday. 

The action of the producers in fixing 
a price is unlawful and the price de- 
manded is extortionate,” the attorney 


of the milk producers’ headquar- general said. The conspiracy against 


the public welfare at this time will not 
be permitted to be consummated in this 
state. 

“This statement is issued in order 
that the 5,000 or more members of the 
Milk, Producers’ association and their 
officers and directors may be advised of 
the position of this department as to 
the law and the facts in time so that no 
act in furtherance of this illegal com- 
bination shal] be committed by them.“ 
Rumors that the milk wagon drivers 
were preparing to demand an increase 
in wages and commissions as result 
‘of the milk price boost were denied by 
officials of the union last night. Steve 
C. Sumner, business agent, said their 
contract had eighteen months to go yet.

TEACHERS ASK 


FOR A MILLION 
A YEAR RAISE 


Petition Being Signed 


for Ten Per Cent 
Increase. 


A movement is on foot in the school 


system asking a 10 per cent raise in 
salary for all teachers and principals in 
both elementary and high schools. The 
increase would cost the board of educa- 
tion considerably more than $1,000,000 
annually, as the teachers’ pay roll ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000 a month 


Petitions are being circulated through 


the schools and teachers and principals 
are signing them. They emanated, it 
is said, from the Principals’ club and 
have been distributed to the principals 
by the finance committee of the club. 
The principals plan to submit the peti- 
tions to the board at an early meeting. 


Some Objectors. 
The movement for a raise has not met 


unqualified support, it is said. Teachers 
in the grade schools assert high school 
teachers have had three raises to one 
for them, and that if the board has any 
extra money it should go to the grade 
teachers. Their maximum is $1,300 for 
teachers below the eighth grade. Eighth 
grade teachers have a maximum of $1,- 
455. 


High school teachers have a maximum 


salary of $2,860. The maximum for 
high school principals is $4,400. Al} high 
school teachers and principals received 
a 10 per cent raise during the last year 
of Mrs. Ella Flagg Young’s administra- 
tion, when the school day was increased 
from five hours to six hours. The ele- 
mentary school teachers were given a 
5 per cent increase when Mrs. Young

By presidential decree all gold shipped 
out of Mexico in the form of ores or 
concentrates must be returned to Mex- 
‘ico within ten days of its exportation 
and 25 per cent of the value of all 
silver ore or contentrates must also be 
returned in the form of gold bars, 
national or foreign gold coins. 

Mining men in El Paso, Tex., say it 
may mean the abandonment of plans 
for reopening mines producing large 
‘values in gold and silver and the clos- 
ing down of these now in operation. 

The decree also prohibits the ex- 
portation of Mexican gold or silver 
coin, gold in bars, or any other forms 
of the metals. The third clause in 
the declares that exporters of 
mineral ores or concentrates of all kinds 
having more than six grams of gold 
per ton will have to reimport gold 0 
bars for coinage or in national or for- 
elgn coins of equal value to the gold 
content. according to the agsay.
